With continuance 
present weather great advancement is 
looked for this week, Slight increase 
in acreage under wheat and oats is in 
prospect and very substantial increase 
under fodder corn and sweet clover.

RACING LViPROVES TYPE GF

To the Editor.—I note that a bill | 


is to be introduced into the Manitoba 
house advocating the curtailing of} 
thoroughbred horse racing in Mani-| 
toba. I wonder if those sponsoring | 
this bill really understand what they 
are about. One sincerely hopes so, | 
in order that they may handle the 
subject with discretion and justice. 
Horse racing means far more than 
it may appear to mean to the average 
It is the salvation 
of the light horse problem in western 
Canada. In Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan we have the distinction of pos- 
sessing the poorest type of saddle 
horse and light horse in the Dominion 
of Canada, and the reason for this is 
that we have by far the fewest num- 
ber of thoroughbred stallions at stud. 
Bred to common light mares, no other 
breed but the thoroughbred racchorse 
has such prepotent, uplifting power 
of immediate and lasting improvement 
to the offspring of such common 
female stock. The thoroughbred i 
not used nearly so much to produce 
his own kind as to improve other 
] breeds at their 
Were it 
not for the sport of racing, which has 
developed in the thoroughbred his} 
most outstanding attributes—courage, 
stamina, and quality of heart, bone 
and sinew, there would today be no! 
such breeds of horses as the hackney, 
coach horse, Cleveland bay; standard 
bred and (though to a less degree) 
Clydes, Shires, Percheron, etc., for the 
thoroughbred made them all possible. 
He is the alchemist who transformed 
the dross of their mixed origin into 
the gold of their fixed beautiful type 
today. Horse racing gave us the; 
thoroughbred (no other animal but} 
the blooded racer is entitled to that 
name) and the thoroughbred gave us 
the rest.
